There are some ian contend that Murtaugh's main con- 
tribution is his silences. They claim he assists his team by 
not interfering With it, but permits a game to follow a-natu- 
ral course.

It is a young team. but they're” 
not inexperienced kids. They respect him and brag about 
his talent.
